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REPORT  OF  THE  LADIES’  BENEVOLENT 

SOCIETY. 


On  the  23d  of  June,  1834,  the  representative  ladies  of  this 
society  met  at  Mrs.  Abel  Cushing’s,  on  River  street  (the  house 
now  occupied  by  Mr.  Joseph  YViswell). 

Their  purpose  was  to  form  an  organization  to  be  known  as 
the  “Village  Benevolent  Society.” 

They  adopted  a  constitution,  and  elected  nine  of  their  members 
to  office  :  —

The  first  regular  meeting  was  held  at  the  house  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  July  7’  and  if  was  voted  to  have  a  fair  the  1 6th ,  at 
Tucker’s  Hall  (the  old  tavern),  and  to  pay  Mr.  Tucker  one  dollar 
for  the  use  of  hall. 

The  receipts  of  the  fair  are  not  on  record,  but  fifty  dollars  were 
contributed  to  the  Sunday-school  Library  and  one  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  were  deposited  in  the  bank  until  a  share  could  be  obtained. 

In  December  it  was  voted  to  invite  the  Rev.  E.  Taylor  to  give 
an  address  before  the  Village  Benevolent  Society,  at  “  Mr.  F. 
Cunningham’s  meeting-house.”  A  collection  was  taken,  and 
after  the  necessary  expenses  were  paid  the  remainder  was  given 
to  the  poor. 

No  record  was  made  for  the  year  1835,  except  the  choice  of 
officers. 

Jan.  4,  1837,  fiie  society  met  at  Mrs.  Nathaniel  Hill’s.  Pres¬ 
ent,  eighteen  members.  On  motion  of  Mrs.  Moses  Whitney,  it 
was  voted  that  the  proceeds  of  the  society  be  appropriated  to

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purchasing  an  organ  for  the  44  meeting-house.”  This  was  the 
first  record  of  any  appropriation  of  money  for  the  benefit  of  tile 
church. 

Fairs  were  often  held,  from  which  were  realized  sums  varying 
from  one  hundred  to  seven  hundred  dollars,  and  often  smaller 
sales  were  held,  and  in  the  records  such  reports  as  the  following 
are  found  :  44  March  28,  1838,  sale  of  articles  made  by  the  so- 
cietv,  bv  ticket.  There  were  five  hundred  tickets,  at  twelve  and  a 
half  cents  each.” 

In  1839  society  began  to  work  to  help  pay  for  the  new 
church.  A  fair  was  held  in  Baker’s  Grove,  July  4,  1840,  the 
proceeds  of  which  amounted  to  seven  hundred  dollars.  Five 
hundred  and  thirty-two  dollars  were  spent  for  the  pulpit,  carpets, 
etc.,  and  one  hundred  and  eight  dollars  towards  the  clock  and 
bell.  In  December  of  the  same  year  it  was  voted  to  give  one 
hundred  dollars  more  towards  church  clock  and  bell. 

Until  1844  no  notice  was  made  of  any  social  gathering,  although 
mention  was  made  of  the  meetings  beginning  at  three  and  ad¬ 
journing  at  eight  o’clock  P.M.  At  the  eleventh  annual  meeting, 
June  5,  1844,  the  following  vote  was  taken  :  Voted ,  That  each 
lady  of  the  society  invite  her  husband,  brother,  or  other  friend 
to  join  them  in  the  evening.”  The  invitation  seems  to  have  been 
appreciated,  and  has  steadily  increased  in  favor  until  the  present 
time.  At  the  same  meeting,  at  which  a  good  deal  of  business 
was  transacted,  the  reports  show  that  the  society  was  then  free 
from  debt,  and  they  had  a  few  dollars  in  the  treasury. 

In  1845  active  measures  were  adopted  for  securing  an  organ, 
and  it  was  voted  to  purchase  an  instrument,  the  price  not  to 
exceed  six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

A  successful  fair  in  Preston’s  Grove  realized  more  than  half 
the  amount ;  the  ladies  then  solicited  the  interest  of  the  gentlemen 
in  behalf  of  that  object,  and  more  than  the  required  amount  was 
subscribed.  An  organ  was  purchased  of  Mr.  Thomas  Appleton, 
for  seven  hundred  dollars. 
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June  30,  1846,  a  communication  was  received  from  Dr.  Spooner, 
Superintendent  of  the  Sunday-school,  requesting  the  ladies  to 
meet  and  arrange  flowers  and  mosses  for  the  children,  who  united 
on  July  4  in  the  floral  procession  with  the  Sunday-school  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Warren-street  Chapel,  Boston,  Rev.  Charles  M. 
Barnard,  pastor. 

The  activities  of  the  society  for  the  next  six  or  seven  years 
were  devoted  to  Western  Missions.  Half  their  interests  was 
given  to  that  object. 

For  a  period  of  three  or  four  years,  except  in  the  holding  of 
fairs,  tea-parties,  and  lotteries,  the  life  of  the  society  was  un¬ 
eventful. 

In  1855  the  ladies  voted  to  give  fifty  dollars  annually  towards 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Pike’s  salary. 

In  May,  1857,  the  society  met  at  Mrs.  Robinson’s,  at  Neponset, 
and  it  was  voted  to  hold  a  fair  in  the  autumn,  and  every  member 
should  bring  twelve  articles. 

In  1859  a  sPecial  committee  was  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
visiting  and  relieving  the  poor ;  so  they  constantly  kept  before 
them  the  object  of  their  meetings. 

But  the  brightest  page  in  the  history  of  the  society  was  that 
period  of  time  covering  the  war.  As  early  as  April  24,  1861,  the 
society  met  at  Mrs.  Ruggles’,  and,  May  22,  at  Miss  Sarah 
Churchill’s,  to  work  for  the  soldiers.  Only  sixteen  days  elapsed 
after  the  fall  of  Sumter  before  the  society  began  its  active  labors. 
Eighteen  pages  of  the  society’s  books  were  used  to  record  the 
contributions  of  money,  clothing,  and  supplies  of  every  imagina¬ 
ble  kind  for  the  relief  and  comfort  of  the  army. 

The  active  efforts  and  deep  interest  through  all  those  four  years 
were  largely  due  to  the  president,  Mrs.  Thompson,  who,  by 
reason  of  the  sacred  ties  of  family  affection,  consecrated  herself 
to  that  especial  work. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  the  efforts  of  the  society  were  in 
behalf  of  the  freedmen. 
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From  1868  to  1873  no  meetings  were  held,  although  work  was 
done  in  various  ways  preparatory  to  building  Parish  Hall. 

In  1873  the  society  was  reorganized  with  eighty-two  members, 
more  than  twice  the  number  of  any  previous  year. 

February  16,  1S74,  a  special  meeting  was  held  in  the  church,  the 
object  being  to  devise  means  for  the  completion  of  the  hall.  A 
motion  was  made,  and  unanimously  carried,  that  the  Ladies’ 
Benevolent  Society  assume  the  debt.  Six  hundred  and  ninety-one 
dollars  were  subscribed  by  a  number  of  the  ladies  as  a  loan,  with¬ 
out  interest. 

The  first  meeting  held  in  the  hall  after  its  completion  was  on 
January  6,  1875. 

In  the  same  year  the  ladies  gave  one  hundi'ed  and  fifty  dollars 
towards  the  current  expenses  of  the  church. 

In  1876  a  vote  was  passed  to  change  the  annual  meeting  from 
June  to  January,  and  in  1877  the  ladies  voted  to  furnish  mattings 
for  the  church-vestibule,  and  also  in  the  same  year  the  ladies  took 
measures  to  procure  a  life-sized  crayon  portrait  of  their  late  pastor, 
Rev.  T.  J.  Mumford. 

In  1878  the  society  gave  the  treasurer  of  the  Third  Religious 
Society  three  hundred  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  cancelling  all 
the  claims  of  Mr.  Severance  on  the  organ  alcove. 

In  October,  1879,  it  was  voted  to  reserve  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  dollars  to  be  devoted  to  the  remodelling  of  the  interior 
of  the  church. 

It  may  be  well  to  remember  that,  besides  the  great  good  accom¬ 
plished  in  the  way  of  active  charities,  the  Ladies’  Circle  has  done 
much  to  develop  the  moral  and  social  life  of  the  parish.  Young 
and  old  meet  each  month  to  enjoy  the  entertainment  of  the 
circle,  and  many  yearly  gatherings  of  late  years  are  particularly 
memorable  ;  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the  u  Pumpkin 
Pie  Supper,”  on  November  19,  18S0,  when  a  huge  pumpkin, 
measuring  five  feet  in  circumference,  and  weighing  forty-five 
pounds,  raised  in  the  garden  of  the  pastor,  Rev.  Mr.  Bodge, 
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was  served,  with  old-fashioned  accompaniments,  at  Parish  Hall, 
and  was  made  the  occasion,  with  the  subsequent  exercises,  of 
great  social  enjoyment. 

Another  notable  event  was  the  complimentary  supper  given  to 
the  President,  Mrs.  M.  H.  M.  Thompson,  on  the  twenty-fifth 
anniversary  of  her  election  to  the  office,  Jan.  6,  1S82  ;  at  which 
time  complimentary  addresses,  poems,  presents  of  flowers  and 
a  beautiful  afghan,  showed  the  warm  appreciation  of  all  for 
Mrs.  Thompson’s  long  and  faithful  administration.  And  last, 
but  not  least,  was  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the 
Ladies’  Society,  on  June  23,  1884.  The  chair  was  occupied  by 
Mrs.  Edwin  Swan,  Vice-President,  in  the  much-regretted  absence 
of  the  President,  Mrs.  Thompson.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev. 
H.  G.  Spaulding,  formerly  pastor  of  the  parish.  A  brief  address 
was  made  by  the  present  pastor,  Mr.  Bodge,  expressing  the  re¬ 
gret  of  all  at  the  President’s  illness,  and  presenting  the  pictures 
of  the  first  and  second  ministers  of  the  parish,  —  Rev.  Dr.  Ed¬ 
ward  Richmond  and  Rev.  Francis  Cunningham,  —  which  were 
painted  many  years  ago  by  the  late  George  Hollingsworth,  and 
have  lately  been  handsomely  framed  and  hung  in  Parish  Hall  by 
his  wife,  Mrs.  Hollingsworth.  Mrs.  Swan  then  briefly  addressed 
the  meeting,  highly  commending  the  long  and  efficient  service  of 
Mrs.  Thompson.  An  original  poem,  of  much  merit  and  full  of 
pointed  and  witty  allusions,  was  recited  by  Mr.  Morton  Safford, 
and  then  came  the  report  of  fifty  years  by  the  secretary,  Miss 
Mary  C.  Talbot,  which  by  the  request  of  the  society  is  reproduced 
substantially  in  the  foregoing  pages.  The  exercises  were  enlivened 
throughout  by  the  “  old  and  new”  music  of  a  large  chorus,  com¬ 
posed  of  many  members  of  former  and  present  choirs,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  G.  A.  Churchill.  The  literary  exercises  were 
closed  by  an  eloquent  speech  by  N.  F.  Safford,  Esq.,  and  then 
followed  a  bountiful  collation. 

Among  the  invited  guests  were  many  of  the  early  members  of 
the  Ladies’  Society  and  gentlemen  prominent  in  the  early  man- 
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agement  of  the  parish  ;  namely,  Mrs.  J.  P.  Spooner,  Mrs.  Zach- 
ariah  Cain,  Mrs.  James  Pope,  Mrs.  E.  H.  R.  Ruggles  ;  and  of 
the  gentlemen,  Messrs.  G.  Haynes,  E.  H.  R.  Ruggles  and  E.  J. 
Bispham.  Mrs.  Pike,  Mrs.  Mumford,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Spauld¬ 
ing,  also,  were  present,  representing  their  former  pastorates.
